HE 25th of this Month Prince Alex- 

ander Sobieski arriv’d here from Olau in 

Silefia. The fame day the Deputies of 

the Congrefs had a private Conference 

in the Monaftery of the Bernardins. 
The2éth, they had another in the fame Place to pre- 
pare the Affairs that were to ‘be debated on the next 
day in a full Congrefs. The 27th, the Deputies met 


in the Caftle tothe number of 30, and the Marfhal, 


after having thank’d them as ufual for coming to the 
Congrefs, propos’d the Reading of the Inftrament of 


the Confederacy of Warfaw, that had been drawn 


up in the private Conferences, to which all of them 
having given their Confent; Mr, Urbanowski, Secre- 


tary to the Confederacy, read it to’em, and they ap-- 


v'd of itin every particular. The Subftance of it 
is as follows ; That they, the Confederates, confent 
to the dethroning of King Auguftus, for his having, 
fay they, violated in feveral manners the Laws and 
Liberties of the Kingdom: That they annull the 
Confederacy of Sendomir, that was enter’d into in 
his Behalf, and make void whatever has been done 
in confequence thereof ; mt 5 Detention of the Bi- 
thop of Pofnania, the carrying away by Force of the 
Deputies that were affembled at Sendomir to abolith 
the Confederacy of that Palatinate, &c. That they 
think themfelves free from the Oath of Fidelity and 
Obedience they took heretofore to Ming Auguftus ; 
And that they approve and confirm the Election of 
the new King Staniflaus, ro whom in conclufion they 

omife all poffible Affiftarice to fertle him on the 

hrone. Then the Deputies of Samogitia read their 
Confederacy, which was to the fame Effec& with that 
above, after which “twas propos’d that all the Depu- 
ties fhould fign the Inftrument, and be oblig’d to take 
an Oath to maintain it : But the Deputies of Cracow 
and Sendomir anfwer’d, That there was no need to 
bind. themfelvyes with an Oath, tho’ they were wil- 
ling to fign tie. Inftrument; which they did immedi- 
ately. The Bifhop of Caminieck, who had been com- 
pell’é ro come to the Congrefs, excns’d himfelf from 
figning it, alledging that the Pope’s Letter ty’d up 
his Hands, and that he would not render himfelf h- 
able.to the,Cenfures, that were fulminated againft 
all Bithops who fhould dare to undertake any thing 
2gainft King Auguftus. But he was anfwer'd, That 
the Court of Rome had no Right to intermeddle in 
the publick Affairs, that depend only on the Refolves 
and Determinations of the Council of the Nation, 
except ‘in things relating to'Paith : That the Act 
in debate contain’d nothing con thereto, and 
that therefore they ought to’ ftand by and affift it o- 
penly, even ‘in Defiance of the Holy See. After this 
the Inftrument being again offer’d to the Prelate, he 
made no {cruple to fign it, and all the other Deputies 
follow’d his Example without more ado. To day, 
nothing of moment has happen’d in the Congrefs, 
only that the-Marfhal of that Affembly has invited 
the Deputies toa néw private Conference in the Con- 
vent of the Bernardins to prepare fome matters that 


are to be propos'd to morrow., The Troops of the 
new elected King Staniflaus, and of the Palatin of 
Kiovia, pafs'd the Viftula this day over a Bridge of 
Boats, thar had been laid for that purpofe: And ‘tis 
faid, that when they are joyn’d by fome Swedes, who 


are to go after them, they will march in fearch of | 


General Mazeppa, who is coming with an Army of 
Coffacks to ‘the Affiftance of King Auguftus : But 
man little credit to this, the rather becaufe the 
Cofi Army amounts to upwards of 60000 Men, 
and they have with thema Train of 80 Pieces of 
Cannon. They are alrcady advanc'd as far as Ziriz 
neat Leopol ; which laft Place fent Deputies on the 
19th with Prefentsto General Mazeppa, and we hear 
they obferve a good Difcipline on the Eftates of all 
thar continue in their Fidelity to King Auguftus ; 
but favage and intirely lay wafte thofe of the con- 
trary Party. They have taken 2000 Horfes from 
Monfieur Potocki, Palatin of Kiovia, and cut to 
pecs 5° Grenadiers, who had been guarding his

fe fome Reinforcements that the Generals, 
romberg and Mayerfeld, are bringing him from 
Cracow and from the Neighbourhood of Dantzick.
